Keating ‘Debates* 
As Bobby W aits 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The her­ 
alded television debate between 
Sen. Kenneth 
B. Keating. 
R- 
N.Y., and Democratic challen­ 
ger Robert F. Kennedy failed 
to materialize. But the candi­ 
dates spent more than $10,000 
for back - to - back broadcasts 
Tuesday night to blame each 
other. 


Keating went before the cam­ 
eras in a one-sided “debate” 
with an empty chair while Ken­ 
nedy stood outside the studio 
demanding to be admitted to 
sit in it. Then the former attor­ 
ney general took to the air to 
exclaim: “ I was here. I was at 
the studio at 7:30 ready to de­ 
bate him.” 


The exchange of bombast took 
place during an hour of prime 
television 
time 
the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting System (CBS) of­ 
fered free if the senatorial ri­ 
vals would 
meet 
face-to-face. 
But the candidates were not able 
to agree on a format. At the

was 


scrapped in favor of the paid 
political broadcasts. 


The “on the air” light had 
barely flashed on in the Keat­ 
ing studio when the slender, 38-

bate. I am here to sit in that 
vacant chair.” Kennedy was de­ 
nied admittance to the studio 
and Keating went on alone with 
the audience unaware Kennedy 
wes cooling his heels in the hall.
